Rule  59. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properly 

the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railw.ay,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  .Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
2iarties,  or  relate  to  any  jiai'ticular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  sjiecifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
ajiplication  and,  where  the  apiilication  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the

01.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  (leneral  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  siicli  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be

OF  Commons,  relatinc,  to  Private  Biles. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.: — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
tlie  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  ])ublishcd.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
.Maidtoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  eontinucil  for  a period  of  at  least  two

Extracts  from  Special  Rules  of  the  House  of 
Commons. 

Fri\  ate  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  ^ilodel  Bill  adopted  bj'  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  jiroper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  a.nended 
shall  be  I’eprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
M'ith  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  sliowing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
tlie  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bill  be  withdrawn.

COQUITLAM  BY-LAWS. 

A BY-LAW 

To  ffrjhtf  irfHtf  s/iftff  he  ffremrff  n hnrjttl  ftiurv  trithin 
i/if  tioii  mitt  rifs  of  t/if  //tsfrirf. 

rpiIE  Heeve  and  Council  of  the  District  of  Coquit- 
lam,  in  Council  assembled,  enacts  as  folloM’s 

1.  A M’ire  fence  to  constitute  a legal  fence  must 
liave  a top  rail  and  three  wires.  The  top  rail  must 
not  be  less  than  three  inches  in  diameter  at  the  small 
end,  anil  cither  .sjiikcd  M'ith  six-inch  sjiikes  or  one-inch 
thick  trunncls,  or  the  top  rail  may  be  conqio.scd  of  Ixd 
inch  boards  securely  nailed  (o  side  of  posts  Muthin 
tM'o  inches  of  top  of  posts.  'I'he  posts  must  not  be 
less  than  four  inches  in  diameter  at  the  small  end,  and 
be  sunk  not  le.ss  than  tMo  and  one-half  feet  into  the 
ground.  1'he  fence  to  be  not  less  than  four  feet  nine 
inches  from  the  ground  to  the  to|)  of  the  top  rail.  The 
posts  to  be  not  over  ten  feet  apart,  the  first  M’ire  to  be 
one  foot  from  the  ground,  the  second  tM'o  feet  from 
the  ground,  and  the  third  M'irc  half  way  betu’cen  the 
second  M ire  and  the  top  rail. 

2.  For-  a board  fence  the  jiosts  shall  be  four  feet 
nine  inches  long  from  the  sui'lace  of  the  ground,  and 
sunk  tMo  and  one-half  feet  in  the  ground,  and  to  be 
not  more  than  ten  feet  apart;  the  boards  to  be  securely 
nailed  to  the  face  of  the  posts,  M'ith  not  less  than 
eight-jienny  nails  ; the  boards  to  be  M’hat  is  termed  in 
mills  as  inch  lumber,  not  less  that  six  inches  M'ide,  and 
ilistribution  of  boards  to  conform  M’ith  the  Provincial 
Statutes  regarding  fences.  'I’he  (losts  to  be.  not  less 
than  four  inches  diameter. 


3.  For  a picket  fence  the  posts  shall  be  four  feet 
high  above  the  ground,  sunk  two  and  one-half  feet 
into  the  ground,  and  not  more  than  ten  feet  apart. 
The  pickets  must  not  be  less  than  three  quarters  of  an 
inch  thick,  and  four  feet  nine  inches  long  from  the 
ground,  and  to  be  either  sunk  six  inches  into  the 
ground  or  securely  nailed  to  two  rails,  one  rail  on  top 
of  jiost,  and  the  other  one  foot  from  ground. 

4.  A picket  fence  M’ithout  posts  shall  consist  of 
pickets  of  not  less  than  three  inches  in  diameter  at 
the  small  end,  and  sunk  into  the  ground  not  less  than 
tM'o  feet,  and  not  more  than  three  inches  apart,  and 
to  stand  four  feet  nine  inches  from  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  and  lx3  or  lx()  inch  boards  nailed  within  six 
inches  of  the  top  of  pickets  with  not  less  than  eight- 
penny  nails. 

5.  All  snake  or  crooked  fences  to  be  deemed  alaiyful 
fence  shall  be  six  rails  high,  and  the  rails  are  not  to 
be  over  six  inches  apart,  staked  and  ridered,  either 
centre  staked  or  corner  staked,  and  the  stakes  are  not 
to  be  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter  at  the  top  end, 
and  driven  or  sunk  in  the  ground  not  less  than  nine 
inches,  the  rider  must  not  be  less  than  three  inches  in 
diameter  at  the  top  end,  and  not  more  than  twenty 
inches  from  the  top  rail  ; the  Mmrm  to  be  laid  for 
tM’elve-loot  rails  must  not  be  over  sixteen  feet  from 
first  corner  to  second  corner. 

6.  A double  post  fence  straight  must  be  made  with 
posts  not  less  than  four  feet  nine  high,  and  sunk  in 
the  ground  two  feet  six  inches  and  securely  fastened 
at  top  of  posts  either  with  slats  nailed  across  or  tied 
with  M’ire,  and  the  rails  are  not  to  be  more  than  six 
inches  apart,  and  four  feet  nine  inches  high  from 
ground  to  top  of  rail. 

7.  Chock  and  log  fences  shall  be  of  the  same 
dimensions  as  snake  fences,  only  xvithout  stakes  and 
rider ; but  the  top  log  must  be  securely  spiked  or 
trunneled  M’ith  not  less  than  inch  thick  trunnels. 

This  by-laM'  shall  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1894. 

This  by-laM'  may  be  cited  as  the  “Coquitlam  F'ence 
By-law,  1893.”

t).  The  rules  nf  the  highways  and  rnads  in  tliis 
.Municipality  shall  he  and  are  that  vehicles  meeting 
each  other  shall  pass  tn  the  left-hand  side  of  the  said 
highway  nr  road. 

7.  No  person  shall  he  permitted  to  ride  or  drive  fast 
or  furiously  so  as  to  endanger  the  lives  of  himself, 
themselves  or  others,  on  said  highway,  roads  or 
bridges. 

S.  In  the  event  of  any  per.snn  or  peisons  committing 
a breach  of  any  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  by- 
law, he  or  they  shall  he  liable  not  oidy  to  pay  and 
make  good  all  the  damage  to  said  highways,  roads, 
bridges  and  approaches  thereto,  and  other  subjects 
hercinhfore  menlifined,  hut  also  to  a fine  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars,  together  with  the  costs  of  such 
judicial  proceedings,  which  said  damage,  fine  and  costs 
may  he  recovered  hefore  a .fudge  of  the  County  Court 
in  the  County  of  Westminster  or  in  the  County  of 
Vancouver,  or  in  a summary  manner  hefore  any  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  in  the  District  of 
New  Westminster,  and  the  said  damage  (if  any),  and 
the  said  tine  so  imposed,  and  the  costs  thereon,  may 
be  recovered  hy  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  offender  or  offenders,  and  in  case  of 
want  of  distress  the  said  offender  or  offenders  may  be 
imprisoned  in  the  common  gaol  of  the  said  district,  on 
the  order  of  the  said  Judge  of  the  County  Court,  or 
of  the  said  Ju.stice  of  the  Peace,  for  a term  not 
exceeding  one  calendar  month. 

9.  This  by-law  shall  come  into  force  and  effect  on 
the  20th  day  of  December,  A.D.  1893. 

10.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses as  the  “ North  Vancouver  Highway  Regulation 
By-law  for  189.3.”

\\,'IIEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  esfalilish  and  define 
VV  certain  roads  and  highways  in  the  District  of 
Surrey  ; 

Be  it  therefore,  enacted  hy  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  District  Municipality  of  Snriey  as  follows 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  and  publication  of 
thi.s  by-law  the.  following  described  highways  shall  he 
established  ; — 

2.  ( 'onimencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  section  line 
between  Sections  3-1  and  3.7,  B.  .7  N.,  R.  2 W . , and  the 
Yale  Road,  and  running  duo  nortli  on  the  section  line 
one  and  one  half  miles,  more  or  less,  to  a post  in 
Section  10;  thence  west  about  three-eighths  (g)  of  a 
mile  to  a post ; thence  due  north  through  .Sections  10 
and  3 to  the  sliore  of  the  Fra.ser  River  ; .33  leet  on 
each  side  of  line. 

3.  Commencing  at  a point  on  the  Clover  Valley 
Road  forty  (40)  chains  north  of  tlie  south-west  corner 
of  Section  32,  'Pownship  8,  and  running  east  eight  (8) 
chains  to  a point  on  the  extension  of  the  Clover  Valley 
Road  on  the  north  line  of  south-west  quarter  Section 
32,  'I’ownshi])  8 ; 00  feet  wide. 

4.  Commencing  at  a point  where  the  old  .Semiahmoo
